A lesso n hand book p u blished 
by the Methodist Book Concern 
giv es the title of this lesson as

the two and most ex p ressiv e of 
the sp irit of this lesson and the 
teaching th at we are to deriv e 
from it. 
The lesson’s story narrates one 
o f the most remarkable miracles 
in history . Of cou rse if we cou ld 
ex p lain it, it wou ld not be a m ir­ 
acle, and efforts to deal with 
su ch a remarkable hap p ening 
o n the basis of su ch material ex ­ 
p lanations as hav e been offered 
fall v ery flat when one considers 
the ex p licit and simp le natu re of 
the story as related in all fou r 
Gosp els. 
That does not mean 
th a t there are not many critical 
circu mstances and qu estioning s 
associated with the story . 
$ * $ * 
Need one enter at all into su ch 
critical qu estioning s in seeking 
the lesson’s tru th for p resent 
day liv es? The literalist who ac­ 
cep ts ev ery word of the narra­ 
tiv e as ex act fact g ets little ou t 
of it if it is nothing more to him 
than the story of a g reat m a­ 


g ician feeding a mu ltitu de of 
p eop le with a few loav es and 
fishes. That wou ld be a rem ark­ 
able feat, bu t in the feat alone 
there wou ld be neither life nor 
warmth nor su stenance for the 
sou l. We mu st concentrate u p on 
the worker of the miracle. It is 
the sig nificance of Jesu s as the 
Bread of Life, and the limitless 
p rov ision that he makes for ou r 
sp iritu al needs, to which we 
mu st come if the narrativ fe is to 
hav e for u s any reality of sp ir­ 
itu al meaning . 
The natu re of ou r interp reta­ 
tion is not essential to ou r p er­ 
cep tion of the tru th. It is re­ 
markable that p ractically all the 
recorded miracles of Jesu s are 
related to sp iritu al tru th and 
teaching . The miracles of heal­ 
ing sy mbolize the work of the 
Great Phy sician of sou ls. 
* * ❖ * 
The miracles of the raising of 
the dead to life sy mbolizes the 
life g iv ing p ower of the Master 
in bring ing sou ls that are dead 
to lig ht and life. Practically all 
the other miracles similarly deal 
on the material lev el with sig ­ 
nificant and hig her tru th. 
The ap p lications of this m ir­ 
acu lou s story in the sp iritu al 
mission and work of Jesu s are 
fu ll and comp lete. The bread 
that he g iv es to the sou ls of men 
increases as it is shared. It can 
nev er be consu med, for the more 
there is the more there will be. 
That is the p rofou nd law of sp ir­ 
itu al life. The g race of God does 


not 
g row 
less 
throu g h 
the 
breadth of its ap p lication, and 
the g oodness that it p rodu ces in 
hu m an life, character, and ac­ 
tion, increases the more it is ex ­ 
ercised 
and

this lesson this is the p rofou nd 
fact, and no teaching of the les­ 
son wou ld be comp lete that fails 
to p u t it at the v ery center and 
sou l of the narrativ e and its ap ­ 
p lication.
